In (he Wwidospread—almost universal—demand in Canada. for reduced. ex- 

penditures and reduction in‘taxation, and which itis pleasing to note is: mak- 

*\ ing itself felt at Ottawa, in the several Provincial capitals, and fn practically 
all municipahcentres, there {s some degree of danger that people will un- 
thinkingly condemn all expenditures on new projects without taking the 
trouble to ascertain whether expenditures in certain directions may not be 
true cconomy, There is also the danger that inteiested parties will-endeavor 
to capitalize the popular demand in order to defeat prejeqts which, -because 
of self-interest, they oppose. 

If the roof of a $5,000’ building calls for rotatvn and heavy loss will re- 
sult unléss nee@pd repairs are made, it will be the hetght of folly to refuse 
the , necessary expenditure for such repairs. If the economical handling. of 
the ‘oulput-of a factory was prevented because of lack of a railway siding, it 
would be foolish to save.the cost of such siding at the expense of the proper 
Management and develpment of the industry. Yet signs are not lacking that, 
in the demand for reduction in expenditures, just such foolishness will be 
followed in the management of public business. “ 

The completion ef the Hudson Bay Railway is a case in point. Canada 
Has spent some tens of millions on this railway, A hundred or more miles 
ef track has been laid, and more miles of roadbed graded. args” sums have) 
been expended on terminal facilities. Every cent of this money is absolute- 
fy wasted, thrown away, unless further expenditures are made to complete the 
uldertaking. Yet the writer of a series of articles in a Toronto. publication 
on catravagance at Ottawa and the “pork barrel” singles out the Hudson Bay 
Railway for attack and denounces. the spending of another dollar on it. He 
eharges that it is a purely political undertaking, a huge scheme at- public ex- 
pense te buy votes in the West. 

‘The fact remains that the Hudson Bay Railway’ is natal not by one 
party seeking votes, but by all three political partiés in Canada. It is de~ 
manded by all the Provincial Legislatures in the Western Prairie Provinces, 
by all representative public bodies in the West, and by the people generally. 

“it there is. one thing required in the ‘West today it is a restoration of con- 
fidrce, and an announcement of the immediate completion of the road to the 
Bay would-do more than any other one thing to restore confidenée, 

Eastern cities, particularly in Montreal and Toronto, scoff at the féasibil- 
ity of the Hudson Bay route. Their opposition is, clearly, based rather on 
war of its feasibility and success and consequent loss of Western grain 
traffic passing through or paying toll to those cities. Admittédty, the Hud- 
son Bay route can be used only a portion of the year. But this is likewise 
true of the ports of Montreal, Quebec and Toronto, Yet Canada has spent 
hundreds .of millions on these ports in order that they may be used for cer- 
tain months each year, and the money has been well spent. But if the 
eritics of a by- -gone day had had their way, these inland ports would not have 
becn developed and Canada would have depended on the all- the-year-round 
seaports of the Maritime Provintes.

Canada is committed to the Hudson Bay Railway. It will be eoempleted 
some day. ‘Then why not now and begin to reap the benefits of its construe- 
tion and operation? Critics and Opponents say this is not the time because 
€@anada must reduce expenditureS’and economize. But Canada’s financial 
position will demand economy and careful scrutiny of expenditures not merely 
fn 1924 but for the next twenty-five’ or fifty years until-our war debt is paid 
oft. It is sincerely to be hoped that the present public demand for re- 
trenchment and reduction in taxation is not “a flash in the pan,” spasmodi- 
eally made and quickly forgotten.’ If that is all it is, then it will be worse 
than useless for the tendency will be to follow it‘with a new orgy. of extrava- 
fance. 
~ Bvery year that passes without the completion of the Hudson Bay Rail- 
Way means: economic logs to Western Canada and, its people. It means re- 
tarding the development and prosperity of this’ section of the Dominion, 
which will. reflect adversely on all.

On all counts, therefore, now is the time to proceed with the completion 
of the railway as rapidly as possible. Its ultimate ‘completion cannot be pre- 
vented; it can only be delayed. Inasmuch as delay means all round loss, 
then in the name of reason, why delay?, Rather, let us go ‘on to the Bay” 
with all possible speed.
